Decision in tbe Suit to Make the City Pay

The LEnciEit stated recently that the 
Court of Appeals bad decided that 
Mum ui county had no right to require 
the city of Maysville to pay for keeping 
city prisoners in the County Jail. 
Below will be found the opinion of the 
jurt, rendered by Judge Buinham:

a certain sum of money that the 
defondant agreed to pay the plaintiff for 
keeping certain city prisoners in the 
County Jail, while a city prison was in 
course of construction, in this case- 
Held, that a County Jail is public 
property, provided at public expense, and 
unless they are restricted by law to the 
of certain classes of pris 
oners they become public prisons of the 
county and state, aud the city of Mays 
ille, being an integral part of Mason 
>unty, is entitled in common with other 
jrtions of the county to use the County 
Jail for the purpose of confining pris- 
oners convicted of offenses against the 
city, and it is the duty of the Courts to 
hold there is no legal consideration for 
the execution of a contruct on the part 
of the city to pay more than the amount 
allowed the Jailer by the statute for feed 
ing the prisoners, and this is especially 
to where a charter of a city authorizes 
such use of the County Jail.
